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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

2. The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 26-35 have been canceled. 

In claim 19, line 14, before "sliding", -placing the print assembly through the 
opening in the top surface and- has been inserted. 

3. The above changes to claim 19 have been made in order to patentably 
distinguish the claim from the prior art of record. Claims 26-35 have been canceled in 
order to cancel non-allowed claims and allow and application to proceed to issuance 
with respect to the allowed claims. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 1 is the limitation of the top surface 
being positioned at an acute angle relative to a floor, and opening in the top surface 
providing access to the cavity, the support frame being positioned in the secure 
compartment, a printer assembly attached to the support frame, at least one glide rail 
attached to the support frame,, andwhere in.thesecond position the printer assembly is- 
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extended at least partially out of the secure compartment through the opening in the top 
surface, in combination with the other claimed structure. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 19 is the limitation of positioning a 
support frame in a secure compartment of a device comprising a top surface positioned 
at an acute angle relative to a floor, the support frame having at least one glide rail, 
providing a print assembly, attaching the media holder to the glide rail, placing the print 
assembly through the opening in the top surface and sliding the media holder from the 
entry end to the stopping end of the glide rail, in combination with the other claimed 
steps.
